opposed to it ns taking away from the peo- 
ple a right which they regard as bclonclnp 
lo them. It puls the state under a sort of 
military supervision.

aldermen of cities, I think, have a better 
idea of what ia needed In their respective 
communities than can possibly be had by 
'.be governor or any deputies be might ap- 
point." 


In detail Gen. Martin's plan is this:

lice departments of eve.r? city and town 
Lli rough out the common wealth into one 
large organization similar to tbat of tbe 
state militia, and, in fact, to have tbe offi- 
cers of every place controlled by one man, 
with assistants, directly responsible to the 
governor.

wkh the various boards of police i-bfousli- 
out the state, and having a police bureau 
or department established 
at. the state 


honae. 
lie has alreadv sent a communication to 


Gov. Greenhalge, in which he has 
fully 


stated bis Ideas and it is said 10 have been 
approved by tbe governor. 
In fact, 
it is 


hinted that before the winter is out, steps 
are likely 10 be taken to have the 
legisla- 


ture take tbe necessary steps to form such 
an organization. 


Gen. Martin believes firmly lhat the vari- 


ous departments underdifferent heads,such 
ns tbe Boston force, the state police, etc., 
are entirely unnecessary. 
I te further be- 


lieves that all of the policemen throughout 
Lhe state under 50 years oT ago should 
be 


formed into a well trained organization,and 
In fact should also be made a military or- 
ganization. 


He also believes that there should be a 


stand of arms and accoutrements in every 
station house, so that in case of a riot or 
sudden emergency tbe officers could be 
called, armed and equipped for immediate 
service, and could be seat to any 
portion 


of the stale without haying to go through 
the form of a requisition upon the state, as 
now required by law.

£benexer Rockwood Boar Sucoumba to a 


Painful Henri Affcotlou. 


CONCORD, 
Masn., Feb. 1.—Judge 
E. 


Roctwood Hoar, tho eminent Massachu- 
setts Jurist, died at hla home hure, at 7:53 
o'clock loan evening, after a painful sick- 
ness from heart trouble. Ho was uncon.- 
scloua when death came, although during 
the afternoon his mind had alQurod, 


Judge Hoar wos tho son of Stimuel and 


Sarah (Sherman) Hour, and was born 
in Concord, Fob. 21, 1816. 
He was the 


brother of United States Senator Hoar of 
Worcester. On the paternal side ho wua 
descended from 
H long line of cultured, 


patriotic and Influential ancestors; and 
on tho maternal side ho was a grandson of 
Roger Sherman. 


Having been well fltCod la primary and 


academic schools, ho entered Harvard uni- 
versity, from which he was graduated In 
the class of 1335. 
HG then taught school 


ayoarln thu city of Pittsburg; In tor on 
he studied law In tho law school of Har- 
vard university, receiving therefrom his 
degree of LL.B. In 1839. Tho same year 
ho was admitted to the bar. 
In 1340 lie 


was olecCed to tlie state senate; served rig 


ge oC tho court oC commqra plunR from 
9 to '50, and judgo of.tho stipreme judi- 


cial court from 1859 to 'L%. 


In March, 13(30, Mr. Hoar was appointed 


by General Grunt attorney general of tho 
United States, and discharged tlio duties 
of that ofiico until Juno, 1870. This posi- 
tion, as member of tho president's cabinet, 
anil liis confidential adviser on all points 
Involving questions oE Interstate or Inter- 
national law, provod for him a school pre- 
paratory to the highest diplomatic triumph. 
In consultation with ProsldunC Grant on 
tho affairs and administration oC the gov- 
ernment, Its relations to foreign powers, 
and particularly to Groat BrlUain, nocos- 
earlly and frequently camu under pro- 
tracted discussion.

icy of tho principles Involved and arc not 
invalidated by the exceptional abuses, and 
the liko, which aro liable to overtake any 
reform moveniunr. 
For ozaiuplo, in a in 


strongest No License cltios, such as Ohol- 
sea and Cambridge, thfiru from time to 
time croop in defects, "but foiv rational 
persons would consider thai; tho defects are 
reasons against No License. 


The friends oC tbo movement also feel 


that the incessant, picking of flaws in the 
proposed bill, which is being steadily im- 
proved, and tUe pessimistic and uncfiMl- 
tablo method 
of approach toward the 


movement, ns if those who would undnr- 
takc such tasks were not persons in whom 
any confidence for Rood faith might ba 
placed, Is a misleading stylo of combat. 
They maintain that tho Bill is permissive 
only ; that it can only apply "by tho work- 
ing of local option in any particular place: 
that It Is provonted from thu possibility 
ct Applying in all places with STOCK! chanco 
for No License, and that tho matter is so 
safe guarded in many ways and is desired 
to be undertaken with, reference to care- 
ful and conscientious experiment to such 
a degree that the opposition agaJnst the 
movement on the part of friends of tem- 
perance is scarcely better than captious. 
Certainly matters are in such a bad way 
In our large cities and the need of doing 
something is so imperative that It wanld 


sccrn as if a principle whose Imperfect ap- 
plication haa, by all competent juilgea, 
produced superb resnlts abroad ought not 
to ho opposed by such men when it Is hero 
proposed to bu applied in its completeness 
and when Its application is to be RO thor- 
oughly Biifo guarded. 
What teems to the 


fricnd.s of the bill especially unfortunate 
IH the fact that at a, time wJ^en the liquor 
traffic .is against the movement with tre- 
mendous force, nob only the State, but 
^National organizations, and whan, hav- 
ing had n yoar to perfect their plans, tbo 
opposition of the traffic may no eipcctod 
to be particularly active at the State 
House, to havo its baleful power In such a 
matter supplemented by good men-.In a 
case wharc utmost precautions are taken 
and only tlio attempt at honest and earnest 
experiment is du-siruiV is moat ungracious. 


Thf Now Bill. 


Regarding the new hill, several of Its 


features will interest the reader. 
It can 


apply only to tnasa cities or towns which 
for tho three years preceding tho pussnge 
of tho Act voted " Yes. " The condition 
thuH is definite and fliod. It is not left 
to be doret-mlnod In the future, but has al- 
ready bcon determined in tho past. 
Mu- 


nicipal itfes which for three BUCCCSHIVO years 
havo voted " Y~os" may fairly bo presumed 
to bo profcty thoroughly committee] to a li- 
neman policy and therefore to bo such com- 
munities ns aught to have the chance, if 
they do^Iro 1L, to substitute a vastly lew. 
uvil method of licensing for tho present 
onn. 


Again, lest small communities where 


there iu uoBmueh public conscience should 
drift into this 'movement, a population 
limit Is fixod.aL tho minimum of 5,000. 


Thu bill is made Htrouger hy specifically 


Indicating iho yurpono for which thu re- 
serve fund of companies shall be gathere-d 
and ljylinjs»slfl^ it exclusively to the proper 
pui'posn for. which it is accujiuilutad. 


Furthermore, this bnl is very precise in 


proscribing thy methods by which the a.s- 
.sets of any compnny shall be disposed of In 
case of its winding up. 


There Is also in the bill what indeed 


was nn amendment Jalo last year, a pro- 
vision by which jiot only thoconnnlssipner 
of corporations and the supremo court 
shall Interfere against possible abuso of a 
eoinpnny'a prlvlkm's. but by which uny 
cltj/ou who thinks that inattors aro nob 
conducted properly by the company may 
apply to the jiulgo o'fprobato for an inves- 
tigation, wltb power to remedy tho ovll or 
dlRsolvo the company. Similarly there aro 
very strict provisions to hinclor shares uf 
any company ever gutting into the posses- 
sion of thoso interested in any way in tho 
liquor traffic. 


Preveiitlan or Kemodlal Uao of Profits. 
But what will most interest the render 


nro tbo new features introduced regarding 
tho distribution of profits. Their distribu- 
tion is tho great problem. Thore will un- 
avoidably be profllH. 
If liquor is nmdo 


cheaper, so as to lesson them, tho drinking 
will increase. 
There boing profits, sonau- 


thing must bo done with thorn. Tho Par- 
liamentary Act of Xorwny last summer, 
in diverting from fche local community 
mast of the udvnntago of those prolltg, 
has constituted a hint for those new fea- 
tures of tho Massachusetts bill for 1S95. 
However, the position of Norway has boen 
decidedly advanced upon. 
Xot only must 


ci considerable part of the profits, as by 
tho action of Norway, ba divorted from 
f,ho community, but all tho profits must 
go, practically speaking, solely to mat- 
ters either preventive or remedial of 
tire drink evil, whereas in Norway and 
by the Massachusetts bill of last year they 
might go to general objects of public util- 
ity not affecting tho tax levy. By the Bill 
of iat*5 a sum nut exceeding one-half of 
the profllB may go to reading rooms or 
cofToo houses, alluring men away, from 
drinking haunts. Not exceeding one-flfth 
of the profits may gu to the.city or town 
for matters nob atTcc.Llng tho tax lovy, but 
Eociirlng a hotter enforcement of tho liquor 
livws. Not exceeding ono-tenth may go to 
the county for the employment of proba- 
tion officers above the^liuniber of those 
employed whan tno Act -was passed. Ani 
the remainder of tho profits, whether lar- 
ger or smaller—and It must ho at least one- 
fifth—shall go to tbe State for the support; 
of asylums, reform schools, etc., which" aro 
mainly rendered necessary by drink. 
By 


this disposition of the profits it would 
Eoern to be impossible that any community 
could bo bribed by thorn to carry on the 
tralVic. And, besides this, ilrink, where it 
must bo sold, is to be most emphatically 
made to devote all its profits either toward 
preveut^s1 puoplo taking to drink or to- 
ward paying in parfc for tho damages of 
drink. 
L'nder this provision rum must 


contribute toward paying Its bills, 


It would seem as if theso several provi- 


sions ought to go far toward removing ob- 
3Bcfcions whioh have buon offorod. against 
tbo bill in times past, and as if a move- 
ment, so vigorous in Norway, so progress- 
ivu nud full of promise and so stirring tho 
heart of Great Britain ought also to stir 
the heart of this Commonwealth, which 
is not wont to Jxj behind the rest o[ tho 
world in any good movement, and which 
is not wont, either, to lot such .awful 
abuses as nvo now being perpetrated io 
tho salo of liquor In tho communities 
which will sell it (which communities 
contain about 40 per cout of our people 


[ and lire the centers whore liquor does its 


deadliest work; go cm unchallenged and 
unromedled when any reasonable method 
I'or accomplishing that end presents itself.

Carl Hoffman, who came ashore- in the 


Wild Flower, said in an interview: 


"My home is in Grand Island, Kcb. I 


had my wife and boy of 7 with me on tbe 
Elbe. I am utterly wretched, for I he- 
came separated from them, and hardly 
dare hope that they have been saved. I 
am abroad to visit relatives In Germany, 
and durinc the last four months was ac- 
companied by my wife and boy. We left 
Bremen for home on Tuesday. I was 
asleep in pur stateroom wheu a noiae like 
a gunshot woke me. I jumped out of bed 
and spoke to my wife, who had been 
aroused as suddenly. I aaked her what 
she thought .the trouble was. but she 
seemed to pay little attention' to It. 1 was 
not ereatly alarmed, although I heard 
shuffling feet and hoarse shouts on deck. 
"I hurried into a few of my clothes. bow- 


ever, and went to the upper deck. 
I saw 


only too clearly what had happened. 
.1 


rushed below and helped my wife and boy 
throw on a few clothes, rind we went on 
deck rozether. The excitement and con- 
fusion cannot be described. I never saw 
a n y t h i n g like It; everybody 
seemed to 


have lost, his brad, 
The scene was dis- 


tressing beyond anything else I ever saw. 
Men, women and children, were running 
about madly, the women screaming with 
terror and every man gettinp in the other's 
way. 
The darkness increased the confus- 


ion and fright. 


"There Arc No More Poats." 


"Suddenly I 
heard Bhrill, desparinz 


cries from the women, 'There are no more 
boats.' I then saw the men at the davits. 
I noticed that the ropes were frozen so 
hard or %vere so tanked, or sorrjelhinp of 
the sort, that the sailors had to chop them 
framically to get the boals clear. 
The 


sailors were dome their best, however, 
and worked with might and main. They 
finally got the alt quarter boat on the port 
side. I could see that it was full of people, 
but the sailors conld not lower it. 


"Meanwhile the steamer was settling 


perc.eptlbly. I took my boy la my arms 
and got into ihe second boat. 
My wife 


was close behind when somebody shouted: 
'All women and children go on the other 
side of tbe ship.' 
I believe the captain 


gave ihe order. My wife started to. run 
across the deck, and that is the laat I saw 
'of her. 
I clung to my boy, 
but some one 


seized 
us 
a nd 
draseed 
us 
out 


of the boat, 'and my placa was taken 
by 
one 
of 
the 
crew. 
This 
boat 


got clear of the steamer. Before tbe men 
ut the oars could get full command of her, 
a big wave almost dashed her against tbe 
steamer's big foremast, which had gone 
by tbe board at the time of the collision. 
It was almost miraculous that the boat was 
not swamped. Another boat was cot out. 
I took my boy into it, and supposed that 
he had remained by ray side, but juat as 
the boat wag lowered. I found that he had 
disappeared. He had been torn away in 
the rush and scramble for places. I tried 
to get hack, but the boat went down with 
a jump, and the moment we reached the 
water the sailors pushed 
oft."

. aiove to Get Uniform Pay for I'rJut ClotliH 


In Fall Illver Mills. 


Here is an item of labor news from Fall 


Hirer: 


Tbe Weavers' union will take the first 


steps towards securing a standard list of 
prices this mouth in making a demand for 
a uniform length of print cloth cuts from 
all mills. It has been decided to offer a 
recommendation to this effect to tbe geo- 
cral meeting. The principal object is to 
prevent the indirect reduction of wages in 
the future by lengthening of cuts without 
an increase of pay. 


The members of the committee were 


strongly in favor of Hxlng the standard 
length at 46 yards and to compel all mills 
to rue on an even fooling or pay more 
•wages for more yards. 
At the present 


time the length of print cloths varies at 
the different mills, some running cuts -HI, 
others 47, aod so on up to u'J yards. 


Secretary Whitebead said that opposi- 


tion in some of the mills was expected, 
bat it would have to he fouyht out some- 
time and the sooner the belter. 


If the recommenJ.ilion is passed, the 


fight will be made at the tirst mill -from 
which, 
complaints 
are 
received. 
The 


weavers will be kept out uutil tliu mill is 
•willing to pay at a standard of 40 yards. 
In sinking the rebellious mills separately, 
the weavers hope to obtain a recognized 
standard length, from 
which it will be 


easier to form a standard list of prices.

dentally, and ilnully uc D o'clock Mr. Gor- 
man launched into a speech which proved 
to be ono of dho most affective ho hag de- 
Hvorecl at the present session of congress. 
Ho pointed out tho gravity of the treatj- 
ury situation, Intimating that tho facts 
wore being hold back and that an inves- 
tigation would show Hbai'tllng defioiODcles. 
Ho doi'onded tho senate against charges oi 
impotency, and declared that ho had per- 
fect faith that this groat body would da 
Its full duty before congress adjourned. 
Ho said a financial remedy would, if neces- 
sary, bo added as a rider to ail appropria- 
tion bill, 


Spurred on by the energy Mr. Gorman 


had suddenly Injected into the question, 
the souato at once proceeded to consider 
and pass three Important resolutions call- 
ing on Secretary Carlisle for information 
concerning ovory detail bearing on rev- 
enues, reserves, deficiencies, etc. 


A warm party debate had occurred dur- 


ing tho day on tho question of party ex- 
travagance. Cbfindler, Platt and othar 
Republican' senators asserted that the 
total oC appropriations far this congress 
would reach $1,001,000,000, or u 81,000,000 
In excess of the $1,000,000,000 appropriated 
by tho Fifty-first congress. 


McKJnley Law Responsible. 


"When 
tho 
financial 
discussion wag 


touched upon, Mr. Gorman said tho gold re- 
serve was originally created to rodoom 
greenbacks. Up to tlio time of the passage 
oE tho McKinley bill, the government had ! 
plenty of gold, mid tho gold reserve was} 
Intact. But the McKlnloy law stn-rted a 
change, nnd ono yoar before Mr. Harrison 
retired from tho presidency he WUB unable 
to meet tho demands on the treasury. 


Tho bankruptcy of the government be- 


gan at that time. 
Mr. Harrison and his 


secretary of the treasury then said frankly 
that they could not moot obligations. But 
in tlio midst of a presidential election 
nothing was done. 
After the election 


Mr. Harrison and his secretary of the 
treasury besought senators to give them 
bonds, and In response to that appeal an 
authorization of 550,000,000 bonds was 
ndded to an appropriation bill. But tho 
house did not agree to that item and it 
fail cd. 


"Wo havo inherited this load," con- 


tinued Mr. Gorman. 
"We aro carrying 


this tremendous burden." 


Tlio senator declared that tho crisis was 


graver than was known. 
He hoped the 


real dcflclcnclos oC tlio treasury would bo 
disclosed. The senator himself know it 
fuom personal Investigation. It was timo 
the country know it. 


Mr. Gorman said that in tho present 


grave emergency he did not fear tho sen- 
ate wonld bo found impotent. This body 
had 
always been ready to meat grave 


emergencies. 


"And It will moot thla great emer- 


gency," said Mr. Gorman. "If in no other 
way, Ifc ^vlUplacQQn. an, appropriation bill a 
provision by which every obligation o( 
this government will be amply met and 
the honor of the government will bo main- 
tained." 
Mr. Gorman said he- did not 


oaro what the details of this provision 
might bo, what kind of money was to be 
provided; but ho appealed to Republican 
senators to join in meeting the Issue. 
It 


was their duty as weH B3 that of Demo- 
cratic senators. 


Gorman's Prediction. 


"BoEore that clock marks the hour of 19 


on March 4, next," said Mr. Gorman, 
"this senate will have discharged its duty; 
this senate will have rison to the great do- 
mauds upon it; this body will have met 
tho grave emergency presented to it." 


Mr. Hill was at onoe on his fset asking 


why tho senator from Maryland had not 
allowed tho financial resolutions to pass 
oarlier in the day. 


Mr. Gorman said ho wanted them to 


pass, and would now move to lay aside 
the District of Columbia appropriation 
bill and put the financial resolutions on 
their Immediate passage.

If so, what tlio substantial features of this 
legislation should bo. This was agreed to 
on u viva voco vote, only Mr. Allen voting 
no. 


Mr. Allison's resolution colling in tho 


secretary for Information as to the amount; 
of tlio gold reserve used for currant ox- 
penaes, and the amount of the proceeds 
from bonds similarly used, was also agreed 
to, with an amendment by Mr. Gorman. 
The latter's amendment is very compra- 
hcnsivc, and calls on the secretory for do- 
tails on every possible detail of revenue re- 
serve, deficiency, assets, etc., that can shed 
any light on the financial situation. 


The amendment and resolution were 


adopted without dissent, after Mr. Teller 
(Rep., Colo,) hod suggested that Mr. Gor- 
man had ought to ask forinfoL-mution as 
to why the Djmocuutlc president and the 
Democratic loaders in the senate should 
not agrca on what was the trouble. 


A Unze of Uncertainty 


surrounds the fivto of the administration 
financial bill in tho house next week. 


Comparatively few members of cither 


party aro satisfied with tho measure in its 
present form with the amendments which 
have been addad, and wuLch, some assert, 
have distorted It from the form of a defin- 
ite Dlnn or policy. 


There ifl no talk of a caucus by either 


party at this tlrno, und tho polloy of each 
seams to bo every man for himself. 
Few 


members of the banking committee ara 
pleased with the bill, and several amend- 
ments will bo proposed by them in tho 
house. 


Representative Walkorof Massachusetts 


saya that faw BepvbllcMia will vot« for n 
schama in-ipolgrjcig the 6^ear bonds, as 
they do not oaaoa4B tha necessity for Shorn, 
but will TO to to tftvfthorlza tfhe aeoifltajy of 
the treasury to issue short terAi bonds in 
his discretion to the amount necessary to 
make up the deficiency and maintain the 
gold reserve.

A DAY DEVOTED TO THE INTRO- 


DUCTION OF BILLS. 


The Sum of 8250,000 Aeked for Instruction 


In Urawine Under Direction or tlio State 
UouTtl of Education. 


BOSTON, Feb. 1.—A rosolve was intro- 


duced in the house authorizing tho appro- 
priation of 8350,000 to defray tho expens.l 
of publishing a coarso of Instruction in 
drawing for tho use of the public schools, 
tho expenditure to bo made under thu 
direction of the stnte board of education. 


Bills were introduced providing for thu 


use of a stamp in marking ballots at elec- 
tions; authorizing the uso of the McTam- 
nmny ballot systom In state, city and 
town elections; providing for tho bettci 
protection of lobsters and prohibiting thu 
sale of lobsters of less than 9>£ Inches; 
authorizing the warden of the state prison 
to remove uny person or property unlaw- 
fully occupying or upon any portion ol 
tho state prison or any portion of any 
building or land used In connection there- 
with. 


Petitions were presented for the laying 


out of the Salem Gurnplia as a state road; 
for an amendment to tho law relative to 
the uso of street railway tracks, BO at to 
permit the use of the sania by companies 
using different motive power; for tho re- 
peal of the law exempting property held 
by religious societies from taxation. 


The senate committee on fisheries and 


game reported a bill providing that who- 
ever takes or kills or has in bis possession, 
except for purposes of propagation, any 
Mongolian, English or golden pheasant In 
tlivs commonwealth at any tlmo within 
five yeura from the passage of the bill, 
shall bo punished by a fine of $80 for over; 
bird so taken, killed or had in ooasesslon, 


DouglfuH' Nomination Confirmed. 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Feb. 1.—At o 


meeting of the board of aldermen last 
night, G-eorga Douglass, at present chief ol 
police at Fltchburg, was nominated by 
Mayor Parker as chief of police of this 
oity and confirmed. 


• LOWESTOFT, Feb. 1.—Inquiries were tolo- 
graphud to nil tho coast stations between 
Cronior and Eastbourne this morning, as 
to whether any wreckage from the Elbe 
hod been seen. Replies have been received 
from oil the stations, and they are of the 
same unvarying tenor. Nothing has been 
discovered. 


Ic was thought that perhaps bodies, 


wreckage or clothing would be washed 
ashore, but nothing from tho lost steamer 
has been seen. A heavy snowstorm is 
prevailing on this coast and this renders 
it impossible that anymore fishing smacks 
will return from the vicinity of tho disas- 
ter before late In the day. 


Altogether 15 flshing gmaclcB which 


sailed over the scene of the disaster have 
returned. 
They report that they saw 


nothing to indicate that a steamer had 
been lost. 


No trace of tho missing "boat, with Its 


score of souls, has been found. 
Probably 


no word will over bo hoard from tho 
missing boat. 


Over Tbree Hundred Lives Lost. 


~ThYtotal of thVlOEt~l3~no'w~set at"au37 
Tho Bremen office of tho North Gorman 
line reports that 324 pooplo woro on the 
Elbe when she sailed. A cablegram, from 
London this morning confirms this. 


This number comprises 149 officers and 


sailors, 50 cabin passengers and 125 steer- 
age passengers—824 persons in all. There 
are 21 survivors. 
The lost, therefore, 


number 803. 


Tho surviving officers ot the Elbe de- 


nounce tho fog story of the Crathio's offi- 
cers sent out from Rotterdam as pure in- 
vention. 


The English pilot, Greenham, said: 
"It 


Is a black lie. Thero was no fog. It was 
quite clear, and tho lights of several 
smacks were visible four orflve milos off." 
Tho Elbe seamen made similar state- 
ments. 


When questioned as to tho conduct of tho 


crow after the collision, all tho survivors 
of tho Elbe wreck agreed that the officers 
and seamen were cool and self-possessed. 


Elbe's Onicera Criticised. 


The Daily Graphic remarks tho diver- 


gence of the accounts as to tlio conduct of 
the crew, especially as shown in Pilot 
Greenham's tribute to the ship's discipline 
and the charges made by Vevora and Hof- 
mann. In an interview Hofmann said: 


"I heard the captain's orders to send 


women and children to the starboard side. 
I have been used to obeying orders, as I 
have been under military discipline, so I 
oven lot my boy go, although ho had got 
into the boat with me. It was the engi- 
neer who took him out, and [siguiflcantly] 
tho engineer Is still alive." 


Several survivors blamo the trawlers 


which ignored tho signals for help. Tho 
fishermen say, however, that they could 
not have gone to the rescue soon enough 
unless they had cut themselves free. 


The CriULJc's Statement. 


A statement of the Crabhle's mate was 


telegraphed from Botterdnm. Ho enid: 
"It was impossible to avoid the collision, 
although a difference of ]0 yards at our 
rate of speed would have averted it. 
Af- 


ter we struck wo could not got our ropos 
and chains clear, but had to cut them. I 
did not hoar any commotion or cries for 
help from the other vessel." 


The Elbe's courso at the time of the col- 


lision is given us south-southwest, and 
her speed as 15 knots. 
The other vessel 


was seen approaching abouc UK points off 
the Elbe's port bow. She was showing 
green - and masthead 
lights, 
nail \voa 


steaming apparejiily west-northwest. She 
ought, therefore, to have ported her holm 
and passed under tho Elbe's stern. 


BRAVE CHINAMEN 


Took to Their Heel* and tliio Japs Kaslly 


Captured Wei-Hal-IVei. 


CnE-Foo, Fob. 1.—Wel-Hai-Wei was cap- 


tured Wednesday after two days' skirmish- 
Ing. 
The Chinese bolted after tho actual 


assault was made. It is stated that their 
loss was 2000 men. Lui-Kung-Tau, an 
Island near tho city on which are work- 
shops and some forte, is still in tho hands 
of tho Chinese. All the Europeans es- 
caped unhurt. It Is reported that during 
tho fighting all tho Chinese men-of-war 
and ships in the harbor sailed away unin- 
jured.

Mayor Courtney Can See in It'la Olmiioe 


fur Political Control—Outline o£ Gen. 


Marlin'H Plan as Proposed iu a Bill—Ho 
"Would Have the Police Servo as a Mili- 
tary Force In Times of Turuuleucy. 


Gen. Martin of the Boston police com- 


mission is anxious to have the police forces 
of the state controlled by the governor. 
Here is what Mayor Courtney has to Bay 
about the proposition: 


"The theory of the law is that tho police 


are state officers, and I suppose that is the 
basis of this proposition to organize them 
under stale supervision. 
Most democrats 


will regard it as a political mova on the 
part of republicans to get control of the par 
lice of cities that are democratic. 


"Although now republican by reason of 


unusual causes, most of tbe cities are nor- 
mally democratic. 


"There ia so litlle detail in what is yet 


shown of it that one can hardly judce of it 
upon its merits. 
Ordinarily 1 should be 


opposed to it as taking away from the peo- 
ple a right which they regard aa belonging 
to them. 
It puts the state under a sort of 


military supervision. 
The 
mayor and 


aldermen of cities, I think, bavo a better 
idea of what is needed In their respective 
communities than can possibly be had by 
'.he governor or any deputies he might ap- 
point." 


In detail Gen. Martin's plan ia this: 
It is Hint of practically forming the po- 


lice departments of every city and town 
throughout the commonwealth into one 
large organization similar to that of the 
slate militia, and, in fact, to have the offi- 
cers of every plp.ce controlled by one man, 
with assistants, directly responsible to the 
governor. 


In other words he believes in doing away 


with the various hoards of police through- 
out the stale, and having a police bureau 
or department established at the state 
house. 


He has already sent a communication to 


Gov. Rreenhalge, in which 
he has 
fully 


stated his ideas and it is said lo have been 
approved by the governor. 
In fact, it is 


hinted that before the winter is out, steps 
are likely to be laken to have the legisla- 
ture take the necessary steps.to form such 
an organization. 


Gen. Martiu believes firmly that the vari- 


ous departments under different heads,sucb 
as the Boston force, the state police, etc., 
are entirely unnecessary, lie further be- 
'ieves that all of the policemen throughout 
the state under DO years of age should 
be 


formed into.'i well trained organization.and 
in fact should also he made a military or- 
ganization. 


He also believes that there should be a 


stand of arms and accoutrements in every 
station bouse, so lhat In case of a riot or

«uiience reform has as yet penetrated that 
countrj' as wo Lave bad here. Tho notions 
about tho .wisdom of drinking a mode-rate 
Miumnt nre much the same there us wore 
to bo found here 50 yenrs ago Tbe system 
Is also handicapped by being applied only 
to distilled drinks, although it is the con- 
fident expectation of the leaders of tho 
cnovi-menc to introduce the inclusion of 
fermented drinks as the uest feature in 
their progressive legislation. The Mnssa- 
>huset^5 bill, in distinction from thi.-^ lim- 
UiiUon, is arraugBd to inclndo all nlcohol- 
IL-S. "Furthermore, there yet survive:* good 
many elderly persons who bold life li- 
censes, granted them by royal authority 
prior to this movement's inception, and 
too use of these licenses to a perceptible 
tiepTee hinders the perfect working of the 
lysteni. oven as regards spirits, 


In consequent-e of conditions liko thcso, 


Vt =.bonld surprise no one tha: there is still 
much drinking there, and not a littlo 
drunkenness: much of which, however, ns 
Is demonstrable froiu statistics, 13 duo to 
the increasing use (only increasing", how- 
i-^cr, ;is two to one, nithor than as threo 
lu one in the V'nited States) ot fennentcil 
drink?, the sale of which is not under the 
control of this system. On tho other h^nd, 
tl:e degree to which, in a practical way. 
drunkenness has been curberl. nnd is rela- 
tively little to be seen, us corn pared, for 
i-jsaniplc, with what is Tisiblo in Mnssa- 
i-hnsccts 
cities, 
aro most 
impressive. 


These gentlemen fflt aficr their visit thnt 
really the half had hnrdly been told of the 
practical value of the movement, especially 
when it should be undertnken with tho 
very marked Improvements upon tbe sys- 
tem in Norway which are intended in 
Massachusects, 
And it wns their convic- 


tion that, so fcrfrom evils still existing in 
ircandinavia being an argument against 
the system, the argument was precisely 
tbe other way—viz, if. under such great 
difficulties so much bos been accomplished 
ID Scandinavia, what might not be ac- 
complished under tbe vastly more favor- 
able circumstances in Massachusetts!-

bad been head of a Royal Commission to 
euggest improvements In the Norwegian. 
lyrtem for the Parliament which had just 
adjourned when these gentlemen visited 
Norway. 


Mr, Berner gave a detailed and glowing 


account of the labors of the Commission 
with reference to the new hill nnd of its 
triumphant passage through Parliament 
July J-l. Ho stated thnt the foremost help- 
ers toward tbe bill were rhe foremost total 
»bstmen*e Ieadcr3 in Norway. 
Somr. of 


them desired to include somewhat greatar 
improvements in the bill than were finally 
Incorporated, but it was their agreed upon 
policy to get strongly and lastingly every 
gain they could get, and not to attempt 
too much at any one time. 
Consequently 


the movement to include all acohollcs, In- 
stead of spirits only, was not incorporated 
in this bill, but very important advance 
features were. 


Ic is not the purpose of this article to 
give details ot the new bill in Scandinavia, 
particulars regarding which have by this 
time readied America with considerable 
fullness. 
However, some sample enact- 


ments will indicate tbe temper of tho new 
Yf\l\, 
For example, the wholcsaieio' min- 


imum prior to this bill has been 10 J< gal- 
lonsi but this- bill lifts it to 6G gallons and 
tbua readers more difficult the practice of 
clubbing together to buy spirits In quan- 
tities for private consumption. Also prof- 
its iiave been devoted in Norway to ob- 
jects of public utility, including ench 
matters »s imrts. hosnitals, etc. 
These, 


though not a[fcubing tho ordinary tin 
levy, have been 3iich nn0.dvnntnge to some 
comnmnltitjg that they are tempted to con- 
tinue in the business thereby. The now 
bill obviates this by diverting" a very 
lar^e proportion of the pro/Its from oven 
such iifio in the community uucl toward 
remote- objocts, such 
HH the state. 
This 


bill also provides for n more roady exten- 
sion ot the already existing local option 
system in Norway and permits nil women 
us woll n.s all men to vote on the question. 
Thus 3n a conservative Inncl boy on d tho 
pea women are granted in tbls movement 
what has long been wished for them in 
Massachusetts, but what lias been denied 
thorn thus far. This bill ftlso makes com- 
pulsory by law-upou nil th,e cornptmicH the 
very limited hoursMvhich^itomo of the com- 
panies havo vo-IVriitttrlly imido tboir own, 
tlias bringing all up to the high water 
mark attained by some. In tho ca=o of thu 
lifo licenses alludocf to abovo thia Ijill for- 
Tjids that any persons ahnll sublet these li- 
censes, as elderly people would be disposed 
to do, but must themselves taki' the re- 
sponsibility for carrying on business under 
them. 


Tho impressive thing about nil tliifl is 


the tfrmul spirit of reform and advance, 
tho moral earnestness and progress!venus.s 
of tho movement in Norway. 
This Indi- 


cates unmistakably tho possibllitioH of 
such 
t^ movement, nnd how tlie exeln- 


Kiou by the syatuin of tho acoumulfttinn of 
private profits, and tho tendency through 
tlioso profits to corrupt legislation by 
money, renders possiblo advanced rufoi'm 
inovomentfi all along tho lino.

Tbe p'criodlcal press is bringing to 


A'morica now the strong indications of tho 
practical turn which this movement Is tak- 
ng. especially in Scotland. 
Tho Scott wit 


Cungreyationaliiil, published in Kdin- 
burgh, aud just at hand, expresses the 
wish that the City of Aberdoon might afc 
onco try the eyHtom as an object-lesson for 
bcotland. 
Thnt paper entirely indorses 


the iiiovomout and urges that It be pushed, 
forward; also tho Christian Lrader, Pros- 
bytorian, recordg favorable action in a aec- 
tiou of that Church. In short, careful ox- 
jiurlinent, tho eiclualon of private profits, 
the attempt in some genuine degree- to cur- 
tail the ovil of drink and gradually to 
move- toward its extinction are mat tors 
mooted strongly regarding tlalu subject. 


Invents In MnnsncluiaeLtn, 


In Massiiclmsefctg both tho frlonds nnd 


opponents of tho movement have been nc- 
tivo. Its friends have been preparing and 
discussing addresses and papers 0.11 tho 
subject, have beoji seeing that snitablo 
litcratnro ivftrf mado ready nnd have boon 
in activo consultation regarding improve- 
ments which should bo introduced into 
the bill of 18H5 to make it more effective 
for fcho ends had in vlow. 


Tho opposition, on the otlior hand, has 


been strenuously at work. Tho Massachu- 
setts Total Abstinence .Society, an organ- 
ization snpposably nonpartisan in nmttcrs 
whero there mlghc be wide differences of 
opinion among tbo dovotod friends of tem- 
poraiico, oarly in tho autumn had read be- 
fore it a paper by a native of Scandinavia, 
who, having boon in thnt land the past 
summer, wrote out his impressions in a 
manner to be acceptable to tho opponents 
of the movement They listened also to Jin 
elaborate paper by Mr. F. C. Nash, u law- 
yer, who most strenuously opposed the 
movement in tho last campaign. Thia mis 
published in the Jnmiary numbor of their 
paper, the Teiiiju.'rcntf'.e Cause, and will ba 
answered by Mr. .7. G. Thorp in Us Feb- 
ruary number. 


More .striking than this was tho proce- 


dure of tho Anmizil Convention of the W. 
C. T. U. nt Fitch burg in thcautimm. Tbo 
snme native of Scandinavia who had ad- 
dressed tha Total Abstinence Society waa 
given moro than an hour to speak to the 
women 
Other prepared matter, includ- 


ing poetry, followed. One of the foremost 
members, n woman of national reputation, 
who wont to tho Convention dotornu'iiud to 
bet) thai tho matter was fairly placed be- 
fore it, was not allowed to make correc- 
tions in tbu Scandinavian's pnpor and was 
not allowed to apeak until a timo imprac- 
ticable, an account of her having to roach 
a train; and this notwithstanding I hat iC 
is tbu custom of the UuUm freely to dis- 
cuss such ixip-jrs. 
Under such conditions 


the State Union passed a voto unfavorable 
to tho movement. 


Of course in any eucli agitation as this 


GifToronces of opinion will bo pronounced 
nnd feeling bo apt to run. strong, and ci- 
ther side is liable ro RO too far. 
It has 


seemed to tho friends of tho bill, however, 
that the opposition tends to fail to ap- 
proach the matter upon its merits. 
For 


example, tho opposition adduces every- 
thing unfavorable that cau bo found in 
Scandinavia, particularly 
in 
Svrodori, 


where matters are in far less good condi- 
tion than in Norway, (on this account it is 
that the Massachusetts movement takes 
its typo from Nor-way rather thaii Swe- 
den), but seems to Lo blind to the fact that 
conditions in those lands aro altogether 
different from, what they are here; that the 
movement is confessedly handicapped iu 
sovoral respects thero. and that tbo Massa- 
chusetts inovemtmt 39 so different from 
and so much, iu advance ovor that in Scan- 
dinavia that such objections aro hardly 
penincn t. 
They main taiji thnC am id 


many dilnculties aud occc\y!aiml abuses tho 
movement, although only applied to .spir- 
its, has in those directions produced enor- 
mously strong results, and that those 
results aru germane as proof of the valid- 
ity of tho principles involved nnd ore not 
invalidated by the exceptional abuses, 
tbe like, which are liable to overtake any 
reform movement. 
For example, In cm 


strongest Xo "License citlqs, tiueh as Chel- 
sea and Cambridge, thnro from time to 
timo creep in defects, but few rational 
persons would consider tluiT.tlied.e.fcu.-.tri are 
reasons against Xo I/iccnse. 


Tho friends of tho movement also fool 


that the incessant picking of Ilnsvs in tbe 
proposed bill, which is being steadily im- 
proved, ond trie pessimistic ami uocrfuitl- 
table method of approach toward tba 
movement, as if those who would unOnr- 
tnke such tasks wero not persons in whom 
any confidence for good faith might be 
placed, is ft misleading atylo of combat. 
They maintain that tbe Bill is pormissivo 
only; that it cau only apply by tuo wovk- 
ing of local option, in nny particular place; 
that it is prevented from tho possibility 
cC applying in all places witb cood chanca 
for No License, and that tho inatter is so 
safe guarded in many ways and is desired 
to be undertaken with reference to care- 
ful and conscientious experiment to such 
a degree that the opposition against tbo 
roovemeut on, the part of frlonds of tem- 
perance is scarcely better than captious. 
Certainly matters are in such a bad way 
In our large cities and tha need o£ doing 
something is so imperative that It would 


soeni ntj IT a principle whose imperfect ap- 
plication has, by all competent judgos, 
proJueed superb results abroad ought not 
to bo opposed by such men when It is hero 
proposed to bo applied in Its completeness 
and when Its application IB to bo so thor- 
oughly safe guarded, 
^yhat seems to tho 


friends of thu bill especially unfortunate 
is tho fact that at a timo wb,en the liquor 
traffic Is ft^njnsb tlio movement with tro- 
mondouH force, not only tho State, bub 
National oT-ganizatloiis, and whrm, hav- 
ing hncl a year to perfect their plans, the 
opposition of the trallic may be expected 
to 1)0 pai'ticularly active at the State 
House, to have its baleful power in such a 
mattor supplemented by good jnen in a 
c/iso whoro utmo.st precautions are taken 
and only the attninpt atboncstand earnest 
experiment is desired is most ungracious. 


The Now Hill. 


Regarding tho new bill, several of Its 


features will interest the reader. 
It can 


apply only to ttoso cities or towns which 
for tho threo years preceding the passage 
cf tho Act votod " YOH, " Tho condition 
thus is definite) and fixed. It is not Itifb 
to be determined in tho future, bun has al- 
ready been determined in tho pnsl;. 
Mu- 


nicipalities which for three successive years 
have voted "Yes" may fairly bo presumed 
to bo pretty thoroughly conunittod to a- li- 
conse policy and therefore to bo such com- 
munities as ought to hnvo tho chance, if 
they desire It, to substitute a vastly Jess 
evil mot-hod of licensing- for tho present 
. one. 


Again, lest small communities whore 


tliero isriD^much public conscience should 
drift Into this imivomant, n population 
limit is Uiofl at tlio minimum of fi.OUO. 


Tho bill Is rnndo stronger by speoiflcully 


indleating tho purpose for which the re- 
serve fund of companies shall ho gathered 
nnd Ijy llmUlziglk exclusively to the proper 
purpose foi- which it is accumulated, 


.Kurtliormore, the bill Is very prcciso in 


proscribing tho methods by which tho as- 
sctn of any company shall be disposed of in 
cuso of Its winding up. 


Thoro 
IM also iu tlia bill what indeed 


was an amendment lalo last year, a pro- 
vision by which not only tjio comuiisslonc.r 
of corporations and thu supremo court 
shall interfere- against possible ubuso oC a 
company's privile^cn, bub by which any 
citi/ou who tliiuky that lunttors nro nob 
conducted properly by the company may 
npply to tho judgo of probato for an inves- 
tigation, with power to remedy fcho ovil or 
dissolve the company. Similarly there arc 
vory strict provisions to hinder shares of 
any company ever getting into tho posses- 
sion of those interested in any way in the 
liquor traffic. 


Frovontlon or 'Remeillfil Use of Profits. 
But what will niosl; interest the reader 


are tho new features introduced regarding 
tho distribution of pro/its. Their distribu- 
tion is tlio groat problem. 
There will iiu- 


avoldixbly bo profits. 
If liquor is made 


cheaper, so as to lessen them, the drinking 
will inei'oaso. 
There being prollts, some- 


thing must lie tiono with them. The Par- 
liamentary Act; of Norway last summer, 
In diverting from the loc^il community 
most of tlio advantage of theso profits, 
1ms constituted a Lint for these new fea- 
tures of tho MaKsaclnisctts bill for IbHo. 
However, tho position of Norway 1ms been 
decidedly advanced upon. Not onlyjuust 
u considerable part of the profits, as by 
thu action of Norway, be diverted from 
tho community, bub all the profits must 
gr.i, practically speaking, solely to mat- 
ters either preventive or remedial 
n£ 


the drink evil, whereas in Norway find 
by tho Massachusetts bill of last yo:ir they 
might go to general objects of public util- 
ity not (ilTcctiugche tax levy. By the Bill 
of lyt(i) a sum not exceeding ono-half of 
tbe profits may go to reading rooms or 
cofTco houses, alluring men away from 
drinking haunts. Not exceeding onc-fit'ch 
ol tho profits limy go to the city or town 
for matters nob affecting tho tax levy, but 
securing a bettor cufuraeinenfiof tho liquor 
laws. Not exceeding ono-tcnth may go to 
tlio county for tho employment of proba- 
tion officers above Tlio^iiuinber of those 
employed when tho Act was passed. And 
tba remainder of tho profits, whether UIT- 
gor or KinaJlor—and it 7imat bo at leasb one- 
fifth—shrill go to tho .State for tho support 
of asylums, reform, schools, ote., which RTO 
mainly rendered necessary by driuk. 
By 


this disposition of the profits it would 
E*'(iTii to be impossible that any community 
could be brib-ad by thorn to carry on the 
trallic. And, besides this, drink, where it 
must bo sold, is to be most emphatically 
rnndo tc devotoall ita profits cither toward 
preventing people taking to drink or to- 
ward paying in part for tho damages of 
drink. 
Under this pmvision rum. must 


contribute toward paying its Jiillri. 


It would Gecin ns ii" Lhoso several provi- 


sions ongbb to go far toward removing- ob- 
jections which liavo been offered against 
tbo bill iu tirues past, and ag if a move- 
ment, so vigorous in Norway, so progress- 
ive and full of promise and so stirring tho 
heart of Great Britain ought also to SDir 
tho heart of this Commonwealth, which 
Is not want to bo behind the rust of the 
world in any good movement, aud which 
Is not wont, either, to let such awful 
abuses as ;:ro HOW being perpetrated in 
tbo sale- of liquor in tho communities 
which will soil It (which, communities 
concain about 40 per conb of our people 
nnd are the centers whoro liquor does its 
deadliest work) go ou unchallenged a-nd 
nnrcmoillcd when any reasonable method 
Tor accomplishing that end presents itself.

SAM FRANCISCO, Feb. 1.—The Southern 


Pacific westbound train was held up and 
robbed near Wilcoi, A. T. Five men 
were concerned in It. Two of the bandits 
hoarded the train at iVilcox, and when 
two miles west ot the town suddenly ap- 
peared in th« cab ot tho online with 
drawn pistols, compelling tho engineer to 
atop tlio train. While one of the robborg 
kept him covered, the other made tho fire- 
man unrt brnUemim cut tho express and 
mall cars loo.-ie from the rest oE the train. 


The engineer was then made to pull the 


two detached cars on for about two miles 
to a culvert, where two of tho bandit pang 
were found holding horses for tho entire 
party. It was hero that the safe was blown 
opon, the men with tho horses having 
brought the explosives. 
Six explosions 


wore effected by tho robbers before they 
felt satisfied with their work. 
Tho top 


mid sides of the express car were thor- 
oughly scattered, and tho express com- 
pany's saCe 


Wna Hlowu to Pieces. 


Besides tho $10,000 in Mexican monoy, 


there was a good deal oE coin on the train 
which had boon sent to pay tho employes 
along the lino, and this was carried off by 
the robbers, who rode away in a southerly 
direction. Grant Wheeler, a well-known 
Arizona desperado, who is believed to bo 
tho fifth member of tho party, pnrehasort 
a quantity of glnnt powder in Wilcox on 
tho day preceding the robbery. The South- 
ern Paeillc company anil Wells-.D'argo 
Kxpross company offer a joint reword of 
6BOO for each of tho robbers. 


Four persons, including the sheriff, the 


Wells-Faryo and Southern Pacific deteo- 
tlves, are in pursuit of the bandits, who 
are believed to be Joe George, who oamo 
into Arizona from Oklahoma about a yeai 
ago; Jim Yates, Grant Wheeler, Taylor, 
whose first namo is un'known, and John 
Woods. 


[ Surprising Nerve. 


The robbery was conducted, with the ut- 


most boldness. After compelling the en- 
gineer to uncouple tbe engine, baggage 
and express cars from tho remainder of 
tho train, 
five 
miles farther up the 


road the robbers forced tho engineer to 
leavo the train and take to the plain. 


Kxpress Messenger Mitchell, who had a 


similar experience near Marieopa a few 
months ago, made his escape with all the 
money in the local safe, and saved several 
thousand dollars. The robbers spent ovec 
two hours in blowing open the large safe, 
which is closed before leaving £1 Paso 
and iB not opened, until San Francisco ia 
reached. 


The robbers left seve'al bags of gold and 


silver in and about, ihe car, not caring to 
take ib on account of its weight. All are 
thought to have escaped to Mexico. The 
passengers on the train were greatly ter- 
rified for several hours. The loss is said 
to be between JuO.OOO and £75,000.

DEATH OF A JURIST. 


Cbeilozer Hocktrood Hour Succumbs to a 


PnlnfQl Heart Affection. 


COXCOP.D, 
Mass.. Feb. 1.—ludgo B. 


Koolcwood Hoar, the eminent. Massachu- 
setts jurist, died at his home here, at 7:58 
o'clock last evening, after a painful sick- 
ness from heart trouble. Ho was uncon- 
scious when death came, although during 
'ihe ofternoon his mind had cleared. 


Judge Hoar was tho sou of Samuel and 


Sarah (Sherman) Hoar, and was born 
in Concord, Feb. 31, 1818. 
He was the 


brother of United States Senator Hoar of 
Worcester. On the paternal side he was 
ilescended from a long line ot cultured, 
patriotic and influential ancestors; and 
on the maternal side he was a grandson of 
Roger Sherman. 


Having been well fitted in primary and 


academic schools, he entered Itarvard uni- 
versity, from which he was graduated in 
the class ot 1833. He then taught school 
a year in tho city of Pittsburg; later on 
he stutlled law in the law school of Har- 
vard university, receiving therefrom his 
degree of LL.B. iu 1839. The same year 
ho was admitted to the bar. In ISlli ho 
was elected to the state senate; served as 
judge of the court of connmajl pleas from 
1S49 to 'oj, and judge of the supreme judi- 
cial court from 1859 to '09. 


In March, 1809, Mr. Hoar tvas appointed 


by General Gran t attorney general of the 
United States, and discharged tho duties 
of that office until June, 1370. This posi- 
tion, as member of tho president's cabinet, 
nnd his confidential advisor on all points 
involving questions of interstate or inter- 
national law, proved for him a school pre- 
paratory to the highest diplomatic triumph. 
In consultation with President Grant on 
the affairs and administration of the gov- 
ernment, its relations to foreign powers, 
aud particularly to Great Britain, neces- 
sarily and frequently came under pro- 
tracted discussion.

It wns 
quite clear, and the lights of several 
smacks were visible four orfivo miles ofT."

Elbe's OfHcors Criticised.

Greenham's tribute to tho ship's discipline 
and the charges madu by Vovora ami Hof- 
mann.

basis of this proposition to organize them 
under state supervision, ilast democrats 
will regard it as a political move on

llen of cilics that are democratic. 


"Although now republican by reason of 


unusual causes, most of the cities are nor- 
mally democratic. 


"There is so little detail in what is yet 


shown of it that one can hnrdlr judee of it;

ple .1 richt which Ihey ri-gard as belonelns 
10 them. H puts the state unjer a son. of 
military supervision. 
The 
mayor and

communities than can possibly be bail by 
'he governor or any deputies he might ap- 
poini.'' 


In detail Gen. Martin's plan is this: 
It is thnt of prar-tically forming tbe po- 


lice. depa.rliueuu of evory city and town 
i.hrouphont the commonwealtb Into one 
Inrge organization similar to chat of iho 
siaie militia, and, in fnct. to hare (he offi- 
cers of every plp.cft controlled by one man, 
with a«sistauts, directly responsible to tbe 
governor. 


In other words he believes in doing away 


•with l.he various boards of police lliroueli- 
out IhB slate, and Inivlnc a police bureau 
or department established at^ the state 
house. 
Iln has already sent a communication to 


Gov Greenhalue, in wblnh he has 
fully 


slated bis ideas and it, is said lo have been, 
approved by I lin governor. 
In fact, it is 


hinted that before Hie winter is out, steps 
are liltcly to. bo lalien to have the legisla- 
ture lake tho necessary steps to form such 
an nrpani/.alion. 


Gen. MarLiu believes firmly lliat the vari- 


ous departments underdifferent bpads,sucb 
as the Uoslon force, thu state police, etc.. 
are entirply unnoi:ti^sary. 
He further be- 


lieves Lbat. all of ihe policemen tbroiichout 
ihe slate under 50 yeais of aee should 
ba 


formed into a. well vmlueil oreanlzaiioo,and 
in fact should also be made a iniliiary or- 
ganization.

lation. It is nor. necessary t.o go farther 
west than Pennsylvania to observe tho 
deep taint that has corroded their or- 
ganization. Their latest achievement in 
financial legislation was tho iSiierman 
silver pnrchas.0 act, tho mischief and 
folly of which they were compelled, to 
acknowledge before the country. 
The 


latest exemplification of tho hybrid con- 
dition of their party is the twin birth 
of n Republican and a Populist United 
States senator in North Carolina. 


It is not strange that tho Republicans, 


should despair of accomplishing 
any 


financial policy in tho next congress, nor 
that they should have already begun to 
pei p about for some hole of escape from 
responsibility. In tho hapless condition 
to which they havo been reduced in 
their sacrifico of principle to party suc- 
cess their only suggestion is "more 
tariff," and this the more sagacious Re- 
publicans will not permit. 
All this 


affords no exeuso for tho Republican 
maneuvers in congress to embarra&s a 
Democratic administration, and congress 
in their i'11'orLs to remove tho dangers, 
that threaten tho treasury.—Philadel- 
phia Record.

Recount of the labors oE the Commission 
with reference to the n&vr bill and of its 
triumphant passage through Parliament 
July £4. He staled that tho foremost help- 
ers toward the bill were the foremost total 
abstinence leaders in Norway. 
Some of 


them desired to include somewhat greater 
improvements in the bill than -were linally 
fci corpora red, bus it was their agreed upon 
policy to pet strongly and lastingly every 
gain they ccnld get, and not to attempt 
too much at any one time. 
Consequently 


the movement to include all acobolics, in- 
stead of spirits only, was not incorporated 
in this bUl, Dot very important advanco 
features vrere.

give details of the new bill in Scandinavia, 
particulars re^ardlnp which hnva by this 
time reached America with considerable!

DEATH OF A JURIST. 


Ebenezer Rockwood Hoar Snaauuiba to a 


Painful Buurt Affection. 


CONCORD, 
Masa., Feb. 1.—Judge 
E. 


Rockwood Hoar, the eminent Massachu- 
setts jurist, diad nt his home hero, at 7:08 
o'clock last/ evening, after a painful sick- 
ness from heart trouble. Ho was uncon- 
scious when death camo, although during 
the afternoon his mind had cleared. 


Judge Hoar was the son of Samuel and 


Sarah (Sherman)' Hoar, aud wag born 
In Concord, Feb. 21, 1316. 
He was the 


brother of United States Senator Hoar of 
Worcester. On the paternal side he was 
descended from a loug lina of cultured, 
patriotio and influential ancestors; and 
on tho materual side ho was a grandson of 
Roger Sherman. 


Having beon well fitted in primary and 


academic schools, ho entered Harvard uni- 
versity, from which he was graduated In 
the class of 1835. Ha then taught school 
a year In tho city of Pittsburjy; later on 
he studied law In tho law school of Har- 
vard university, receiving thorefrom his 
degree of LL.B. In 3839. Tho same year 
he was admitted to the bnr. In 1S1U ho 
was elected to tho stato senate; served as 
judge of the court oC common plens from 
1S49 to '55, and judge of tho supreme judi- 
cial court from 185B to 'tW. 


In March, 1839, Mr. Hoar was appointed 


by General Grant attorney general of the 
United States, and discharged the duties 
of that ojlico until Juno, 1870. This posi- 
tion, as member of the presidenl'/scabined, 
and his confidential adviser on all points 
involving questions of interstate or inter- 
national law, proved for him n school-pre- 
paratory to the highest diplomatic trluinph. 
Inconsultatlonwit.il President Grarit on 
the affairs and administration of tha gov- 
ernment, its relations to foreign powers, 
and particularly to GceaC Britain, neces- 
sarily and frequently came under pro- 
tracted discussion.

Elbe'B OHlcorB Criticised.

tho crew, especially as shown in Pilot 
Greenhorn's tribute to the shlp'a discipline 
nnd the charges made by Vevera and Hof- 
mann. In an interview Hofmann said: 


"I neard the captain's orders to send 


women and children to the starboard sido. 
I have been used to obeying orders, as I 
have been under military discipline, BO I 
even lot my boy go, although ho had got 
Into tho boat with mo.
